Michael J. Delaney comes from a long line of professional firefighters. 

His grandfather, Michael Delaney, was a deputy for the Chelsea Fire Department. 
His father, James Delaney was a lieutenant for the Boston Fire Department. His 
younger brother, Patrick Delaney, is currently a captain for Lawrence Fire Depart- 
ment and his son, Michael H. Delaney is also a Lawrence firefighter. Michael’s 
long line of fire service extends to seventeen family members serving or have 
served across the Commonwealth from 1924 to present day. 

Michael J. Delaney was appointed to the Lawrence Fire Department on April 
26, 1987. He spent most of his time in South Lawrence at Ladder 9, Engine 9, and 
Ladder 4. Throughout his career, he served the citizens of Lawrence as a front-line 
firefighter. From the start of his career, Lawrence was known as the “Arson Capital 
of the World”. Apart from the many fires Michael fought throughout his career, 
some notable moments of his bravery are: 

e In 1994, Michael worked through the Malden Mills fire . 

ө 3/13/95 Commendation for medical assist on Crosby St. 

ө 4/25/97 Commendation for rescue on the Merrimack River of a boat going 
over the falls 

e 2/21/00 Commendation for actions at 441 South Broadway where he was com- 
ing back from a call, noticed a fire in progress and rescued tenants from the building 

e 1/21/08 Was Ist on scene during the conflagration at Parker and Springfield St. 

e Rescued a dog out of the Merrimack River 

e Retired on April 29, 2016 

e In retirement, during December 2017, alongside three other Lawrence Fire- 
fighters, he administered CPR and saved Brian Boutin, the son of Retired Captain 
Leo Boutin. 

Michael worked at a time before social media, where every heroic action wasn't 
documented. Dingy, as he 15 known to friends, was truly a leader by example for 
every firefighter who worked with him. He did the job the way it should have been 
done. When the bell hits, you'd rather nobody else on the line with you going in to 
help someone in need. His bravery and knowledge are second to none. His leg- 
endary status as an athletic legend throughout the Merrimack Valley was equally 
matched by his status as a Lawrence firefighter for his career. The memories and 
the laughs shared by him and the men and women he worked with were the stuff of 
legends as well. Michael was a strong labor employee and faithfully served under 
Lawrence Firefighters Union Local 146, answering the call time and time again. 

Michael worked his entire career serving the citizens of Lawrence as what fellow 
firefighters call *a Good Jake." This term is considered the highest form of praise 
that firefighters can give to each other.

Sgt. Deleon nominated Officers Schiavone and Officer Keating be recognized for 
their bravery, courage, and ability to perform their duties under an extremely stress- 
ful situation. On July 23, 2023, Officers Kevin Schiavone and James Keating were 
working a detail at the Elixer Hookah Lounge on East Street in Methuen. While 
officers were in the area, a shooting occurred with 6-7 shots being fired. Simultane- 
ously, a large fight broke out during closing time while officers were present within 
feet of the incident. The subjects had no regard for the police officer’s presence. 

The scene was chaotic. Approximately 100 people in the Elixir parking lot were 
agitated and angry, gridlocking the parking lot quickly. The crowd was yelling, 
honking horns, and revving their car engines. Officers from Andover, Haverhill, 
MSP, Medford, Newbury, Lowell, Dracut, and Salem (NH) assisted. One male was 
shot in the leg above the knee. He was attempting to conceal his injury and involve- 
ment and left the scene. Police were looking for a Mercedes believed to be involved 
in the shooting. Then police observed a 2021 Mercedes parked with tinted windows 
and fearing for their safety ordered the occupants out at gunpoint. Officers located 
female attempting to hide a gun within the backseat of the vehicle. All four occu- 
pants of the vehicle were subsequently arrested. 

Sgt. Deleon, as the Commanding Officer felt that the officers on scene were in 
imminent harm. Numerous outside agencies were contacted and responded to assist 
during this very dangerous incident. As a result of a complete and thorough investi- 
gation by Officers Schiavone and Officer Keating, two firearms were recovered, and 
several arrests were made. One male was treated for a gunshot wound. These two 
officers showed courage and the ability to work through a very stressful situation 
involving an unruly crowd of more than 100 people. These two officers remained 
composed and focused. Doing so kept others safe on scene. The officers securing a 
dangerous crime scene, rendering first aid, and conducting a thorough investigation. 
Sgt Deleon requested that these two Officers be recognized for their brave efforts.
